We have intelligence by the Atlantle eable of
tho death. on Mouday sy, of Prinee Alexandor
Sergeewitsch Menschikofi, Admiral of the Rus-
elun Navy. The deceasod prince had reached o
ripe old age, having been born in the year 1780
He was the grandson of that famous pastry-cook
who altained (o the highost digaities of the Em-
pire under Petor the Great and Catherine, and
like his grandisther, the founder of the family,
was intensely Russian in every respect,  He en-
tered the ;lll[l"i‘ service us fur back as 1805,
wig for some time an attache to the lfll‘.‘lzlll
Embassy at Vienna.
